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N former Courants, Notice has been taken in 
general, of the frequent Alterations made by 
the King of France inthe Denoymination of 
the Value of his Coyn ; and fome of the more 
remarkable Arrets on that Subject, have been 

incerted by us intire or in Part. We thall in this and 
the next Courant, prefent the Publick with the Pre- 
ambles and Tenour of 3 freth Arrets of that Sort ; 
and leave it to Contideration, whether the King 
of France’s giving {© much Vexation to his Sub- 
jects, as muft inevitably arife from the Diforder 
and Prejudice thefe ees (that are publifh’d fo faft 
one upon the Neck of another,) muft bring upon all 
Manner of Bufinefs, do not naturally argue his Af- 
fairs to be in a very petplex’d Condition, and his 
Occafionsto be excremely preiling. 

To thefe 3 Arrets, we thall fubjoin a new Declara- 
ssn Of that King’s ; in which, to raife the Credit of 
his borrowing Cheft, he ,promifes 10 per Cent Inte- 
reft for the Sums that fhall be paid into it ; and at 
the fame time forbids all Brokers, &c. to negociate 
any Bills of Exchange, or Notes under Hand to 
Bearer,at more than 10 per Cent, ou fevere Penalties.

The King having caus’d to be laid before him in 
Council the Edicts of the Months of September, 1693, 
and 1701, and of May 1704; his Majefty’s Decla- 
ration of the 28th of November of the faid Year, 
16933 the Arree of the Council of the 28th of Fe- 
bruary of the fame Year; the Declaration of the 
16th of October 1703, touching the Mints; and the 
‘Arrets of the Council of the 1éth and asth of Au- 
guft, and ofthe 11th of November laft ; by which 
the Louis d’Or and Crgiwns nor reforin’d purfuant to 
the Edict of the Month of May laft, are cry’ddown 
and forbid all Courfe in Commerce: Atid his Ma- 
jefty being informi'd, that notwithftanding their being 
cried down, rhofe Species arewdaily offer'd and receiv'd 
in Trade between Merchants and all forts of Perfons, 
through the Negligence of the Ojficers of the Mints, and 
thofe of the ordinary Fuftice, who contrary to the Duty 
of their Offices, ufe no Diligence to fupprefs an Abufe 
fo prejudicial to the King, to the State, and ro’ Com- 
merce ; The Report of the Sieur Chamillart, Coun- 
cellor. &c. being heard. His Majefty in Council has 
forbidden, and moft exprefsly and repeatedly forbids 
all manner of Perfons, of what Quality or Conditi- 
on foever, to fell or buy fuch Species, at a higher 
Rate than what is allow’d by the Edicts, Declarati- 
ons, and Regulations of Council, or to melt them 
down, in Breach of the Ordinances both Ancient 
and Modern, on the Penalty of Confiscation of the 
faid Species, fo fold, bought or melted down, and 
of a Fine, which fhall nor be lefs than double their 
Value, one half to the King, the other half ‘to the 
Informer ; of corporal Punifhment in Cafe of a 
fecond Offe f the fame Nature ; which Penalties 
fhall not be reputed comminatory. All Perfons what- 
foever are likewife forbidden, ts offer or receive in 
Trade, Louis d’Or or Crovens that are not reform’d 
purfuant to the Edict of the Month of May laf, 
and which have been cry’d down by the Arretsof the 
Council of the 16th and 26th of Auguft, and-of the 
11th of November laft, on the fame Penalties of

The Preamble of this Arret, is the plaineft Demon- 
{tration that the Subjects of France, tho’ by Nature ob- 
fequious and long innur’d to Servitude, have a heavier 
Yoke upon their Necks than they can well bear. For, 
no Man who is acquainted with the French Govern- 
ment can deny that to be a moft intolerable Edi& or 
Order of tite King and Council, which the People not 
only dare to difobey, but the Officers of the Mints 
(who are the King’s immediate Servants) as well as 
thofe who adminifter Ordinary Juftice, are forc’d to 
fee difobey'd, without exerting their Authoriry. And 
if the mercenary Officers and inferior Minifters of that 
Iron Governinent, are touch’d with Humanity ; if 
they can be with-held by common Compaffion from 
enforcing the Execution of their Mafter’s Orders; 
What could keep the People under, but even the Mi- 
fery to which by very vile though cunning Methods, 
(eafy to be rrac’d) he has by degrees (in the long courfe 
of his Reign) at length reduc’d thech?, And in which 
he will keep them, fo long as he can keep Standing 
Armies. This may not only wara other Narions who 
enjoy the Blefling of Liberty, to be always tenacious 
of ic againft any Power, whith on any Pretences what- 
foever, would either break the civil Balance of 


their Conftitucion, (for,rhey cannot be ture of equita-. 


ble Laws longer chan that Balence fubtifts) or wreft the 
Sword out of their Hands, (which is the only Tenure 
of Freedom), bur, if dilly confider'd, might juflly in- 
fpire the Allies, who have at pretent fo many real Ad- 
vantages in all refpects over the common Enemy, to 
take up 2 moft laudable and generous Refolution, net 
to make Peace with France unlefs the Government of 
that Kingdom be reftor’d to its antient and legal Form. 
This, we fiumbly prefume to fay, is net only 4 moft 
honourable and compaffionate Refolution ; bur will 
prove the only fafe and certain Means of fecuring the 
Liberties of Europe: For if the King of France be 
fuffered, upon a Peace, to continue in the defpotick 
Power he has unjuftly ufurp’d, and to keep up nu- 
merous Standing Forces, he willin no*long Time ea- 
fily recover Breath again, and infillibly renew his At- 
tempts et Univerfal Monarchy, when (ic may well be 
apprehended) ‘ic will be difficult, perhaps impoffible, 
to form another Allianée of Force and good Fortune 
enough to baffle him: Or this Inconvenience at leaft 


‘will follow, that defigning Princes will have a ait 


chievous)retence to keep up ftandinggl roops as lon 

as the Monarch of France does ; andahote Potentates 
who have only the laudable Thoughtstof preferving 
Peace and making their People happy, will be put up- 
on Methods both expenfive and uneafy to their Sub- 
je&ts, if not dangerous to themfelves, to keep upon their 
neceflary Guard. If any Man think the Propofition of 
reducing France to its ancient and legal Form of Ge- 
vernment, too Chimerical, and unreafonable to be de-
